They fell to 
their knees beside their trate 
mother and stretched their arms 
across her breast, meaning with an- 
guish. Her face was a mass of blood 
and it had trickled down through her 
halr and formed a little pool on the 
pavement. 

Tender hands dragged the UMttle ones 
Away. and lifted the wounded woman.

RIALTO, Nov. 19.—An important 
meeting of the stockholders of the 
Lytle Creek Water and Improvement

osition submitted by the directors of 
the company, looking to the purchase 
of the Ltle Creek water stock be- 
Jonging to the Fontana Water Com- 
pany, an organization controlled by 
the San Francisco Savings Union.

The advantage urged for the plan 


by the directors was that the scheme 
would be financed by the Savings 


per cent. to be refunded if it became 
possible in the future to reduce the 
rate interest.

This town will have natural gus 


piped into its houses for fuel within 
a few months. The local company 
which has been exploiting the gas 
field, has had Mr. McCay, gas expert 
of the Edison Company, in the field, 
and he has furnished plans for the 
installing of a first-class high pres- 
sure plant. The order went forward 
some time ago, and the material is 
on the way and will be here at any 
time, when it will be immediately in- 
stalled.
